Street signs 
set to be 
taken down 


THOUSANDS of 'useless' 
street signs could be tak¬ 
en down from the side of 
Northamptonshire's roads, 
council officials have an¬ 
nounced. 

Over the past couple of months, 
more than 300 signs have been 
taken down across the county and 
it is planned to remove up to 2,000 
more over the coming months. 

Northamptonshire County 
Council’s cabinet member for 
the environment, Councillor Ben 
Smith (Con, Greens Norton ) has 
been campaigning for a number 
of years to reduce the number of 
street signs in the county, which 
he says make the area look clut¬ 
tered. 

Last week, he visited the coun¬ 
ty’s highways department in 
Brixworth to see those which 
had already been taken down and 
pledged to remove more. 

He said: “I’m delighted to see 


this happening. 

“We must have hundreds of 
thousands of signs in Northamp¬ 
tonshire and we need to get to the 
stage where the number taken 
down is significant. 

“This is just the start, but it 
shows fantastic potential.” 

The councillor pledged however 
that no signs would be taken down 
where it could be proved they were 
needed to protect public safety 

The council’s actions have been 
backed by Government minister 
Alan Duncan, who has been cam¬ 
paigning nationally for a number 
of years to cut back on road signs. 

During a visit to the county to 
see the project, he said: “The for¬ 
ests of road signs we see at the 
side of some roads in Britain just 
look ugly 

“So I’m delighted that councils 
have at last realised these signs 
are optional, not compulsory 

“It’s fantastic to see an issue like 
this finally being tackled.” 


A busy year for 
Call Care service 


AN emergency service for the 
elderly in Northampton dealt 
with more than 151,000 calls in 
the last 12 months. 

The Call Care service, which 
celebrates its 25th anniversary 
this year, works by residents 
pulling a cord or pressing a 
button and then speaking to an 
operator. 

Calls can be about any¬ 
thing from a resident with 
dementia the time, a distrac¬ 


tion burglary taking place, 
or a resident having a heart 
attack. 

Councillor Mary Markham, 
(Con, Obelisk) Northamp¬ 
ton Borough Council cabi¬ 
net member for housing said: 
“It’s no exaggeration to say 
that Call Care has helped 
save many lives in the 
past 25 years and I’m 
delighted to celebrate this mile¬ 
stone.”

Rain pulls the 
plug on police 
force open day 


A POLICE open day, which last year 
attracted thousands of visitors, has 
been cancelled 10 days before the 
event because of the recent wet 
weather. 

Northamptonshire Police were due to 
throw their doors open on Saturday for this 
year’s open day, with dog, Taser and riot dem¬ 
onstrations set to entertain families. 

However, the force last week confirmed the 
event had now been scrapped because of the 
rain, and it could now be rearranged for later 
in the year. 

Police chiefs fear the playing fields at the 
force headquarters at Wootton Hall, which 
are already heavily waterlogged, will not 
have time to recover. 

Inspector Nick Lyall said he was hopeful 
police would be able to reveal details of a po¬ 
tential new date in the future, but suggested 
the open day could be moved to September. 

He said: “We are, of course, disappointed 
but the majority of stands and demonstra¬ 
tions are held outside. 


“Given the current weather conditions, 
the likelihood is that the ground will be too 
wet to accommodate large numbers of people 
both safely and comfortably.” 

“We are already planning to reschedule the 
event in September as it has proved so popu¬ 
lar and we will be confirming a date in the 
next couple of months. 

“We have made the decision now rather 
than nearer the time to avoid any further dis¬ 
appointment.” 

Organisers had planned armed response 
vehicle and dogs demonstration, a petrol 
bombing scenario, off-road motorbike dem¬ 
onstration, stun gun demonstrations, an 
emergency response scenario, a mock trial, 
as well as a demonstration by the collision 
investigation team. 

They had also planned to include 
historic police cars and an array of informa¬ 
tion stands from police and other organisa¬ 
tions.

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John O'Groats 
to Land's End 
via a marathon 


A GRANDFATHER 
ran a marathon and 
cycled the length of 
the country in the 
space of three weeks 
to raise money for a 
cancer charity. 

Charles Reeve rode from 
John O’Groats to London, 
where he completed the 
London Marathon despite 
collapsing after 17 miles, 
before getting back on 
his bike to cycle to Lands 
End. 

The 62-year-old, who 
lives in Ravensthorpe, 
took on the 1,136-mile 
challenge to raise money 
for charity Brain Tumour 
UK, which funds research 
into the cancer, and sup¬ 
ports patients and their 
families. 

He said: “There’s a 
group of us who go to the 
pub in Ravensthorpe on a 
Saturday afternoon. 

“We often talk about 


people who are no longer 
here, and it seemed to me 
I had lots of friends and 
work colleagues who had 
died from brain tumours. 

“I thought it was time 
one of us got up and did 
something about it by 
raising a bit of money for 
a charity, and I had an en¬ 
try for the London Mara¬ 
thon from last year I had 
carried over into this year, 
so I decided to do that for 
Brain Tumour UK. 

“Then, to stand out from 
the crowd and do some¬ 
thing a bit different, I de¬ 
cided to cycle from John 
O’Groats to London, do 
the marathon, then carry 
on to Lands End.” 

Mr Reeve, who works in 
motorway maintenance 
out of Watford Gap serv¬ 
ices, started his charity 
challenge on Easter Sun¬ 
day, April 8, and complet¬ 
ed it on Saturday 

In that time, he cycled 
1,114 miles, and ran 26.2 


miles, making it to the 
London Marathon fin¬ 
ish just inside the cut-off 
time of eight hours and 15 
minutes, after a delay of a 
few hours in the care of St 
John’s Ambulance when 
he fainted after 17 miles. 

He has raised £2,000 
for the charity so far, and 
hopes to make £3,500 in 
total. 

Reflecting on his chal¬ 
lenge, Mr Reeve said the 
hardest part had been the 
mental, rather than the 
physical, aspect to the cy¬ 
cle ride, particularly as 
his trip coincided with 
one of the wettest Aprils 
on record. 

He said: “I just can’t be¬ 
lieve I did it, but I did. 

“I can obviously feel the 
effects of it, but I was ok, 
and back biking to work 
on the Monday morning. 

“I’m really quite over 
the moon with what I’m 
achieved, to be honest.”

Trainee 
doctor 
in epic 
climb for 
charity 


A WOULD-BE doctor 
will climb 10 mountains 
in the space of 24 hours 
to raise money for a 
charity that helps peo¬ 
ple living with Parkin¬ 
son's disease. 

David I’Anson will walk 
about 45 miles and scale a 
total height of two-thirds the 
height of Mount Everest as he 
attempts to climb the 10 high¬ 
est peaks in the Lake District 
National Park in July. 

The 21-year-old Warwick 
University graduate, who 
lives in Brixworth, is taking 
on the challenge during a gap 
year before he plans to con¬ 
tinue his studies at medical 
school. 

He hopes to raise as much 
as possible for charity Par¬ 
kinson’s UK to help people 
like his uncle Keven Have- 
shaw, aged 57, who was diag¬ 
nosed with the disease four 
years ago. 

David said: “It all started 
last year when I went to my 
uncle’s wedding. I knew he 
had Parkinson’s but that was 
the first time I really saw how 
it affected him. He shuffled 
down the aisle, and struggled 
to put the ring on his wife’s 
finger properly. 

“That spoke to me quite a 
lot and I decided I wanted to 
raise money for a charity that 


helped people like him. 

“People have heard of Par¬ 
kinson’s,” he added. “But not 
many people know how much 
it impacts on people’s lives. It 
can vary so much from person 
to person. In my uncle’s case 
it’s little things like button¬ 
ing shirts, typing and writing 
that he can’t do. 

“It can also have a social 
impact, as one of the common 
problems with Parkinson’s is 
people often mistakenly think 
people with it are drunk.” 

David is currently train¬ 
ing six days per week for his 
mountain challenge, on top 
of running to and from work 
at Nationwide in Northamp¬ 
ton every day 

To prepare himself for the 
mental challenge of the 10 
peaks event he took part in 
a 10km obstacle course run 
in Warwickshire last month, 
and will run 10km around 
Silverstone race circuit on 
Wednesday, before taking on 
the 12-mile Tough Mudder ob¬ 
stacle course run at Boughton 
House this weekend. 

Of the 10 peaks challenge 
he said: “I’m really looking 
forward to it. I’m excited to 
experience everything it has 
to offer, and I’m feeling really 
positive. I just want to get go¬ 
ing now. I’m raring to go.”

THE 'top 10' most sto¬ 
len items from cars 
in Northampton have 
been revealed as part 
of plans to reverse an 
18.5 per cent spike in 
the number of thefts 
from vehicles across 
the town. 

Last month, police re¬ 
vealed they had recorded 232 
more thefts from vehicles in 
Northampton compared to 
2010/11, compared to a six 
per cent rise in the county. 

The Community Safety 
Partnership has launched a 
campaign called ‘Lock it, re¬ 
move it or lose it’ to let peo¬ 
ple know what opportunistic 
thieves are targeting. 

They have revealed the 
most popular targets for 
car thieves are sat navs; car 
parts, including catalytic 
converters; bags; money; 
tools; registration plates; 
and radios, CD players or 
MP3 devices. The other most 
stolen items are computer 
equipment; clothing; and 


credit or debit cards. 

As part of the campaign 
police officers, PCSOs and 
Neighbourhood Wardens 
will be patrolling in 
the town, garages 
and supermarkets. 

Councillor David Mackin¬ 
tosh, leader of Northampton 
Borough Council, said: “We 
want Northampton to be a 
safe place where residents 
feel confident and secure. 
Crime has been low in North¬ 
ampton in recent years and 
we want to help that trend 
to continue by reminding 
people that there are some 
simple steps that can make 
the difference between be¬ 
coming a victim of vehicle 
crime or not. 

Northamptonshire Po¬ 
lice’s crime prevention man¬ 
ager, Laura Major, added: 
“By taking some simple 
steps many vehicle crime of¬ 
fences are preventable, and 
we encourage residents to 
visit the crime prevention 
pages on our police website 
for detailed advice.”

Medical expert 
celebrates his 
100th birthday 


A DOCTOR who was 
involved in setting 
up the World Health 
Organisation after 
serving as a doctor 
on submarines during 
World War Two has 
celebrated his 100th 
birthday. 

Professor Andrew Best 
Semple, of Blakesley, cel¬ 
ebrated with his wife of 71 
years, Jean, who will also 
mark the milestone in No¬ 
vember, at their home in 
Church Street on Thursday 

Born in Glasgow, Prof 
Semple graduated with 
his medical qualifications 
from the city’s university 
shortly before World War 
Two broke out. 

He joined the Royal Navy 
and by the end of the war 
had become a surgeon com¬ 
mander. 

After the war he worked 
as deputy medical officer 
in Manchester and was 


involved in setting up the 
World Health Organisa¬ 
tion. 

In 1948 he took on the 
role as medical officer for 
health in Liverpool, where 
he worked on several mass 
campaigns, including for 
smallpox, X-rays and smog 
abatement. 

In 1966 he was award¬ 
ed a CBE for services to 
medicine and he was later 
awarded the title of Queen’s 
Honorary Physician. 

An Emeritus Professor at 
the University of Liverpool, 
Prof Semple also served as 
president of the Royal So¬ 
ciety of Health during his 
distinguished professional 
life. 

He and his wife moved to 
Northamptonshire 10 years 
ago to be closer to the cou¬ 
ple’s only child, Maureen 
Wyman. 

Prof Semple celebrated 
his birthday with family, 
including his four grand¬ 
children and three great- 


grandsons, aged two, four 
and six. 

Daughter Mrs Wyman, 
aged 69, said: “It was a love¬ 
ly day. I think it did bring 
back a lot of memories. We 
got the old photos out. They 
were born in a very differ¬ 
ent world. It’s certainly 
quite a landmark.” 

Prof Semple, and his 
wife, have lived through 
two world wars, four mon- 
archs, and the arrival of air 
travel. 

They met in the early 
1940s, when Prof Semple 
was stationed at Holy 
Loch in Scotland and Mrs 
Semple’s mother, who lived 
nearby, offered hospitality 
to the submarine officers. 

The couple wed in April 
1941, and had just 48 hours 
leave for a honeymoon. 

As to the secret of her fa¬ 
ther’s long life, Mrs Wyman 
said: “I think my father 
would say a glass of whisky 
helps. It obviously hasn’t 
done him any harm.”

Hospital 
room for 
grieving 
parents 
unveiled 


A CHARITY for parents 
whose babies have 
died has helped open 
a private bereavement 
room at Northampton 
General Hospital. 

The Sands charity donated 
cash from its local branch to 
kit out the Snowdrop Room 
room on Barrattt maternity 
ward. 

It is meant as a private 
room where parents of re¬ 
cently deceased or stillborn 
children can spend peace¬ 
ful last moments with their 
child. 

South Northamptonshire 
MP Andrea Leadsom, who of¬ 
ficially opened the room, said 
she could appreciate how 
much help the room would be 
to bereaved parents. 

In a speech to charity 
members, mums and staff, 
she said: “I’m excited to get 
this chance to open the Snow¬ 
drop Room, which is a really 
special place for people who 
are about to have or have had 
bereavements with their ba¬ 
bies. 

“I had two miscarriages 
quite early on, but I just can’t 
imagine what it must be like 
to actually lose a full-term 
baby, I really can’t. 


“It’s great to see all these 
gorgeous babies here today. I 
gather all of you mums lost a 
baby previously and my heart 
genuinely goes out to you, it 
must be the worst thing ever. 
In a sense there is always 
hope that you will have an¬ 
other baby, and I know my 
second son was the rolling up 
of my babies I lost. 

“Congratulations to all of 
you for the fund-raising, for 
all of the love and special care 
that has gone into this room. 
It’s incredibly important, 
and I’m quite sure it’s going 
to give a huge amount of sup¬ 
port and help to other fami¬ 
lies who have to go through 
this awful experience.” 

About 18 babies are still¬ 
born at NGH every year. 

Jane Percival, a senior 
midwife in charge of be¬ 
reavement support, said: 
“The stillborn statistics are 
unchanged for the past few 
decades despite all the ad¬ 
vances in medical treatment. 
Stillborns are ignored and 
hopefully that will change. 

“For the parents who will 
have to go through this, at 
least it will be a comfortable, 
non-clinical area for them 
to spend their last moments 
with their baby.”

A MOTHER says it is "ridicu¬ 
lous" that her son has been 
given a place at a primary 
school four miles from his 
home address, rather than the 
one that can be seen from the 
family's front door. 

Nickie Jeyes lives in Stimpson Ave¬ 
nue, Abington, Northampton, and ap¬ 
plied for a place at Stimpson Avenue 
Primary School for her son, Elijah. 

But on Monday she received a let¬ 
ter from Northamptonshire County 
Council informing her that her 
application to the school and her 
other two choices Bridgewater Pri¬ 
mary School and Weston Favell 
C of E Primary School, had been un¬ 
successful. 

Elijah, aged four, has instead been 
given a place at Sunnyside Primary 
School in Kingsthorpe. 

Mrs Jeyes said: “We can see 
Stimpson Avenue Primary School 
from the window and I’m flab¬ 
bergasted we have been sent to 
a school in Kingsthorpe. 

“The school is four miles 
away and it’s ridiculous that I 
can’t send him to the school he 
leaves near. 

“The council promotes a 
healthy lifestyle and wants 
children to get active, but I’m 
going to have to take him in 
the car to school. You want 


your children to grow up and make 
friends with the children in the com¬ 
munity they live in.” 

Ms Jeyes’ neighbour, Emily Read, is 
also in a similar position as she also 
applied for a place at Stimpson Avenue 
Primary, as well as 
Bridgewater and Cedar Road schools, 
but was unsuccessful.

Primary School. She said: “I think 
it’s unbelievable that we’ve been allo¬ 
cated a school which the county coun¬ 
cil’s website shows is the 33rd nearest 
primary school.” 

Information released by 
the county council showed 
that the last pupil to be 
allocated a place at Stimpson Avenue 
lived 0.295 miles from the nearest al¬ 
ternative school. 

Both mothers said they lived closer 
to the school than that distance, but 
have been told by the council they were 
not considered as they are 


classed as living closer to Barry Pri¬ 
mary School. A spokesman for the 
county council said the local 
authority tried to ensure 
that every child is of¬ 
fered a school place 
and that the system

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A MOTHER whose child was placed 
in Briar Hill Primary School, which 
was recently given a notice to im¬ 
prove by Ofsted, after she missed 
out on her first three preferences, 
said she is planning to appeal. 

Carly Galpin, of Berkeley Close, Clift- 
onville, applied for a place for her 
son Elliot Holmes at Bridgewater, 
Abington Vale and Weston Favell 
C of E Primary Schools. 

However, her application was 
unsuccessful and the county 
council allocated him a place at 
Briar Hill Primary School, where 
the quality of teaching was rated 
"inadequate" by Ofsted after an 
inspection in February. Since the 
inspection, Ofsted says 
the school has identified 
strengths and weaknesses in pro¬ 


vision, has made great strides in 
improving teaching and learning 
at Key Stage 2. 

Ms Galpin, whose son went to 
Bridgewater pre-school, said: 
"We've got people with older chil¬ 
dren who live on our street who 
had no problem getting a place at 
Bridgewater." 

A spokesman from Northampton¬ 
shire County Council said: "For 
anyone unhappy with the place 
their child has been allocated, 
there is an independent appeals 
process."

Car park will shut 
in just six weeks 



THE St John's open air car 
park in Northampton town 
centre will close in six 
weeks' time to allow The 
University of Northampton 
to build a new halls of resi¬ 
dence on the site. 

Northampton Borough Coun¬ 
cil’s planning committee approved 
plans to build 464 student flats on 
the car park close to Royal & Dern- 
gate theatres last month. 

And the council has now re¬ 
vealed the car park will close from 
midnight on Friday June 15 so the 
development can go ahead. 

Welcoming the university’s 
plans for the site, the leader of the 
council, Councillor David Mack¬ 
intosh (Con, Rectory Farm) said: 
“This development will bring peo¬ 
ple into our town centre. 

“It will help support local busi¬ 
nesses, bring in new jobs and kick- 
start the regeneration of the St 
John’s area. 

“We have a fantastic university, 
that has a growing reputation, and 
a town centre location will help 
support their aspirations to play a 
greater role in Northampton life. 

“We want to see the best stu¬ 
dents coming to live and learn in 
Northampton and the new halls of 
residence in the heart of the town 
will enhance what we can offer.” 

The St John’s car park currently 


has 150 parking spaces. 

The council said the facility was 
no longer needed because other 
car parks across the town were 
rarely full. 

The authority’s cabinet member 
for regeneration, Councillor Tim 
Hadland {Con, Old Duston ) said: 
“We currently have more parking 
spaces than are used, so losing 150 
to help our town grow and develop 
will not affect parking in North¬ 
ampton. 

“The closure will however see 
a boost to our local economy and 
that must be welcomed.” 


The university has said the de¬ 
velopment of the student flats will 
bring about £3 million into the 
town centre’s economy each year. 

The plans for the site were met 
with opposition from people who 
lived nearby who warned the de¬ 
velopment would overshadow 
their homes and cause anti-social 
behaviour problems. 

The university said it hoped the 
first students would move into the 
flats by early 2014. It is also be¬ 
lieved the university plans to move 
its campuses to a new site near the 
town centre in the future.

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Officials confident 
over circuit plans 


OFFICIALS at Silverstone 
circuit have said they are 
confident plans to im¬ 
prove the Northampton¬ 
shire race track will still 
go ahead, despite no deal 
having yet been signed to 
fund the project. 

In August last year, it was re¬ 
ported that an investment group 
from the Gulf state of Qatar was 
in talks with the circuit’s own¬ 
ers, the British Racing Drivers’ 
Club (BRDC), to fund the redevel¬ 
opment of 760 acres of land sur¬ 
rounding the track. 

But the BRDC has announced 
the ‘exclusivity deal’ with the 
group it was talking to about 
the development had come to an 
end without a final deal being 
signed. 

The BRDC is now continuing 
talks with the group while also 
looking for other investors. 


The leader of Northampton¬ 
shire County Council, Council¬ 
lor Jim Harker {Con, Kettering 
Rural ) is also a director of Silver- 
stone Holdings Ltd. 

He said: “I hope a good investor 
can be found, because the circuit 
has a lot of potential. 

“And there really is nothing to 
worry about as far as the future 
of the track goes. 

“There is still 15 years to go on 
the agreement to hold the British 
Grand Prix at the circuit and I 
think the development plans will 
come off. 

“I believe the future of the 
circuit is going to be really excit¬ 
ing.” 

Among the plans for the cir¬ 
cuit’s redevelopment are propos¬ 
als to build three new hotels close 
to the track, as well as a college, 
a motorsports museum, a kart 
track and an outdoor stage. 

The chairman of the BRDC, 


Stuart Rolt, said: “An appropri¬ 
ately-qualified investor will help 
to develop Silverstone further, 
into a world-class, multi-purpose 
centre for motorsport, high-tech¬ 
nology business, training and 
education. This is our vision and 
we remain committed to that. 

“But with or without any in¬ 
vestment, the long-term futures 
of both Silverstone and the Brit¬ 
ish Grand Prix are absolutely 
secure. 

“Should the BRDC be success¬ 
ful in securing external invest¬ 
ment, it will enable us to realise 
the full potential of Silverstone 
more quickly. 

“If we cannot find a suitable 
partner, we’ll continue with the 
development ourselves, albeit at 
a slower pace.” 

It has been estimated the ex¬ 
pansion plans for Silverstone 
would create about 8,400 new 
jobs.

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Passengers 
raise fears 
over station 



BUS users in North¬ 
ampton have already 
started lodging offi¬ 
cial complaints about 
plans to build a new 
station in the town, 
just days after they 
were unveiled. 

Northamptonshire 
County Council submit¬ 
ted plans for the new bus 
station, which would be 
built on the site of the 
former Fishmarket in 
Sheep Street, to North¬ 
ampton Borough Council 
only two weeks ago. 

In that time, a number 
of residents have written 
to the council to object to 
the development. 

The main complaints 
revolve around the feeling 


the new bus station ‘will 
not work’ and concerns 
about the amount of traf¬ 
fic which will be gener¬ 
ated around the area. 

One letter said: “Our 
bus station is the very 
best, most functional as¬ 
set Northampton has to 
offer. It is a first class bus 
station which is tried and 
tested and operates like 
clockwork. 

“All it needs is a good 
clean. Please do not kill 
off this perfectly situ¬ 
ated vital asset which is 
friendly and comforting 
after a busy day in town 
shopping.” 

Other bus users also 
expressed concern about 
the fact that 100 buses an 
hour would pull into the 
back of the new station in 


Silver Street while about 
90 buses would use Sheep 
Street each hour and oth¬ 
ers would travel down the 
Drapery. 

Further letters also 
questioned what impact 
the bus station develop¬ 
ment would have on park¬ 
ing around the current 
Fishmarket site. 

The borough council’s 
planning committee is 
expected to make a final 
decision on whether the 
bus station development 
can go ahead in the com¬ 
ing months. 

If the development is 
approved, the Greyfriars 
bus station would be de¬ 
molished, making way for 
the Grosvenor Centre to 
be extended.

Greyhound welfare 
activists promise to 
hold weekly protests 



ANIMAL welfare activists have 
pledged to stage protests out¬ 
side the gates ofTowcester Race¬ 
course every Saturday night to 
voice their concerns over alleged 
cruelty within the greyhound 
racing industry. 

South Northants Council gave the 
racecourse planning permission earlier 
this year to build a £1.25million, 420-me- 
tre greyhound track, despite a protest 
petition signed by 1,366 people. 

Protester Amanda Richards, from 
Brackley, said greyhound tracks were 
closing down around the country be¬ 
cause the tide of opinion was turning 
against the sport. 

She added: “I think there’s an in¬ 
creasing awareness of the cruelty in 
greyhound racing and the problem with 
the sheer numbers of unwanted grey¬ 
hounds. 

“We would say to anyone with com¬ 
passion ‘do not go to Towcester grey¬ 
hound racing’. They will have people 
protesting outside every single week. 
We are hoping to put people off. If they 
don’t get people through the doors they 
won’t make money and they might think 
again.” 


But the racecourse hit back by saying 
the track had been designed in a way 
that would not harm dogs and signed a 
deal with a greyhound re-homing centre 
to ensure retired dogs were treated well. 

General manager Kevin Ackerman 
said: “We have a passion and commit¬ 
ment to welfare, highlighted by our 
pursuit to ban the use of the whip for 
coercive purposes on horses in all rac¬ 


es at Towcester, widely supported by a 
number of key welfare groups. 

“Our aim is to become the most wel¬ 
fare-friendly greyhound track in the UK 
and to be a beacon of quality and welfare 
excellence for the sport. 

“The track will create a multitude of 
new jobs for the local community, pro¬ 
viding a much-needed boost to the local 
economy during these difficult times.”

M ORE is less in Avengers As¬ 
semble, the special effects- 
laden amalgamation of four 
Marvel Comics franchises. 

Bringing together characters 
from Iron Man, Thor, Captain 
America and The Incredible Hulk, 
Joss Whedon’s frenetic romp deftly 
knits together plot strands from the 
earlier films, threaded with tongue- 


in-cheek humour. 

There’s a clear presumption that 
audiences will have seen the pic¬ 
tures that inspire this battle royale, 
accounting for a paucity of fresh 
character development, which un¬ 
dermines the relationship between 
the two heroes without a franchise. 

However, while psychological 
substance may be thin, exhilarating 


final showdown to decide mankind’s 
fate - and the likelihood of a sequel. 

Thor’s evil brother Loki (Tom 
Hiddleston) plots to exterminate 
mankind by harnessing the power 
of the pulsating Tesseract cube. 

Aided by an army of aliens, Loki 
steals the artefact from the subter¬ 
ranean headquarters of the interna¬ 
tional peacekeeping agency known 
as S.H.I.E.L.D, and 
enslaves scientist Selvig 
(Stellan Skarsgard) and 
ace marksman Hawkeye 
(Jeremy Renner) to do 
his nefarious bidding. 

“As of now, we are at 
war,” declares Nick Fury 
(Samuel L Jackson), 
director of S.H.I.E.L.D, 
to the dismay of fellow 
agents Maria Hill (Cobie 
Smulders) and Phil Coul- 
son (Clark Gregg). 

Desperate times call 
for innovative measures 
and Fury scours the 
globe for the ultimate 
team of superheroes, 
uniting the inflated egos 
and rippling muscles 
of Iron Man (Robert 
Downey Jr), The Incred¬ 
ible Hulk (Mark Ruffalo), 
Thor (Chris Hemsworth), 
Captain America (Chris 
Evans) and Black Widow 
(Scarlett Johansson). 
“You’re going to leave 


the world’s fate to a handful of 
freaks?” scoffs one political leader. 

However, Fury has great faith 
in his team, so long as they can 
overcome their petty jealousies and 
insecurities. 

Avengers Assemble doesn’t quite 
scale the dizzy heights of the origi¬ 
nal Iron Man but for almost two and 
a half hours, we’re entertained and 
energised by Whedon’s distinctive 
vision of the Marvel universe. 

The writer-director gifts many of 
the best lines to Downey Jr includ¬ 
ing a belting quip about Thor’s olde 
worlde vernacular. 

There is also a lovely moment 
when Thor attempts to defend the 
actions of Loki, only to learn that 
his scheming sibling has killed 80 
people in two days. 

“He is adopted,” deadpans the 
hammer-wielding god. 

Since the cast and script don’t 
take anything too seriously, nor do 
we, marvelling at the outrageously 
overblown special effects. 

Gwyneth Paltrow cameos as Iron 
Man’s valiant assistant Pepper Potts 
but Oscar winner Natalie Portman 
was clearly too busy with mother¬ 
hood to put in a physical appearance 
to shore up Thor’s back story 

When Ruffalo mutates into the 
not-so-jolly green giant, the final 
battle becomes hilariously one¬ 
sided. 

“Hulk smash!” he growls. Aveng¬ 
ers Assemble is simply smashing.

T HE Chevrolet Volt seems to have been 
around for ages, but the reality for Brit¬ 
ish buyers is that the car has only just 
rolled up on these shores. 

With right-hand-drive versions now avail¬ 
able, albeit in small numbers, it's time to see 
whether the plug-in hybrid Volt is worthy of 
the fuss that Chevrolet has been making of it 
for the last couple of years. 

Looking at it makes me think of the film 
Back To The Future. Not because it looks 
anything like a DeLorean but because despite 
its futuristic drivetrain and displays, the Volt's 
styling is reminiscent of the 1990s. Look at 
the back end of an old Nissan 300 ZX and 
you'll see what I mean. 

The Volt is in the vanguard of plug-in 
electric cars, with a range of 35-40 miles on 
battery power 
alone 




e blue 
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has to be replenished by plugging into a wall 
socket, with fast-charge options available. 

Other cars like it have been announced 
since details of the Volt first appeared, and 
these days it isn't as far ahead of the curve 
as it was once thought to be, but it's still 
one of the first cars out there to combine the 
ability to run entirely on electric power with 
a range-extending petrol engine. 

It's an arrangement that allows the hatch- 
back-bodied car to maintain a surprisingly 
big boot and space for four adults in four 
individual seats, and it's simple things like 
that which form the basis of its appeal. 

But setting it apart from 'normal' cars is 
the array of active displays - one as part of 
the instrument cluster and another atop the 
centre console, through which the (optional) 
satellite navigation and media interfaces 
work. 

You can also display your 
eco-performance in real time, 
which is fascinating.

technically pointless, is absolutely brilliant. 

I only wish it said '1,000,000,000mpg+', 
which would be equally true and much more 
dramatic. 

At the heart of the Volt, managing the 
wonderfully seamless exchanges between 
the electric motor and the 1.4-litre petrol en¬ 
gine are four selectable drive modes: Normal, 
Sport, Mountain and Hold. 

Normal leaves the car making the deci¬ 
sions and sees the electric motor used 
almost exclusively until battery power runs 
out. 

Sport gives sharper throttle response. 
Mountain keeps back a reserve of electric 
power for helping the Volt to climb long, 
steep hills, and Hold is a Europe-specific 
mode designed to use as little electric power 
as possible to allow you to decide when you 
want to use it - like scratching through town, 
for example. 

But the great thing about Hold mode is 
that at low speeds, pulling away from a 
standstill and so on it still uses the electric 
motor alone, boosting average fuel economy 
massively. 

It all works remarkably neatly.The motor 
offers impressive torque for quick accelera¬ 
tion up to urban speeds, the petrol engine 
can barely be heard most of the time it's 
active, and the stylish on-screen diagrams 
make the Volt feel like a thoroughly modern 
car. 

To be fair, sometimes the engine, which is 
attached to a constantly variable transmis¬ 



sion, revs strangely highly for a while, as if 
it needs to shift up a couple of gears. It's the 
only anomaly in a pretty flawless drivetrain 
and is all the more conspicuous for that. 

A small 35-litre petrol tank is all you get, 
to minimise the potential weight the car is 
carrying around on electric power. 

The Volt's total range of 300 miles or more 
is probably not enough for outright conven¬ 
ience for high-mileage drivers but it's plenty 
for most of us, and almost all the Volts that 
have been ordered so far are going to private 
buyers rather than business users. 

They'd better be prepared for a slightly 
quirky interior, because half of it is swathed 
in a silvery-white plastic and the centre 
console doesn't have traditional buttons. Ef¬ 
fectively it functions like a giant touchscreen 
and it takes some getting used to. 

Marks against the car come in the shape 
of an overly firm, fidgety and tyre-noisy ride 
at A- and B-road speeds and the fact that the 
boot isn't properly enclosed. More sound¬ 
proofing around the wheel arches would be a 
good thing.That's more or less it, though. 

The ancillary stalks and contact points are 
chunky and high quality, the seat leather is 
soft and looks great, and that smooth, quiet 
engine and motor combination makes the 
Volt a genuine pleasure to potter around in. 

It's different to non-plug-in petrol-electric 
hybrids and it can be used more like a normal 
car, and the ease with which it allows and en¬ 
courages zero-emission motoring is superb. 

It's not cheap, but overlook it at your peril.

Final goodbyes? 


JIM MALLINDER says the 
two best signings he made as 
Saints boss deserve a huge 
send off. 

Irish duo James Downey and Roger 
Wilson will line up for Saints against 
Harlequins in the Aviva Premiership 
play-off semi-finals on Saturday and 
Mallinder is hoping it won’t be their 
last game for the club. 

The pair are heading back to Ire¬ 
land in the summer, with Wilson 
going back to Ulster, who he joined 
Saints from in 2008, while Downey 
is signing with Munster after 
five years at Franklin’s Gardens. 

Both have been mainstays of 
Mallinder’s side, with Downey help¬ 
ing the club out of National League 


One and going on to make 147 appear¬ 
ances for Saints, while Wilson joined 
as the club regained its Premiership 
status and on Saturday he will play 
in the black, green and gold for the 
118th time. 

Mallinder has been indebted to the 
pair’s commitment as he has reinstat¬ 
ed the club as one of the top teams in 
Europe. 

The Saints director of rugby said: 
“Roger and James are two fantastic 
lads. They have been brilliant for the 
team. I brought them in and they have 
been two of my best signings while I 
have been at the club. 

“We didn’t want to say goodbye 
to them on Saturday, we talked 
about that before the game against 
Worcester. 


“The two Irish lads have been mag¬ 
nificent for us and they were out¬ 
standing again on Saturday; Downey 
in the tackle and Wilson’s ball-car¬ 
rying. Without a doubt we will miss 
them.” 

Downey’s ferocious tackling and 
powerful running have been at the 
heart of Saints’ game for the past five 
seasons, while Wilson’s ball-carrying 
from the back of the scrum has also 
been a huge feature. 

Mallinder is bringing in South Af¬ 
rican hotshot Gerrit-Jan van Velze to 
replace Wilson at No. 8 next season, 
while Luther Burrell has been signed 
as a centre, though there could well 
be more resources for that depart¬ 
ment brought in over the next few 
weeks. 


Downey and Wilson will be hoping 
to power Saints to a first Premiership 
final and sign off in style. 

And Mallinder feels the second 
half performance from Saints against 
Worcester will have given them the 
boost they need, as they rattled up a 
five-try 42-14 win. 

“That was important,” said 
Mallinder. “We needed that because 
we need to be at our very best this 
Saturday. 

“We have got to the semi-finals 
for the third time, which is a good 
achievement in itself, but we are a 
group that is determined to go that 
little step further. 

“We know it is going to be very, 
very difficult, but we have that belief 
that we can do it.” 


Aidy to 
lean less 
on loans 

AIDY BOOTHROYD has con¬ 
firmed he wants to reduce the 
Cobblers’ reliance on loan players 
next season. 

Town, who wrapped up their 
season with a 1-1 draw at Rother¬ 
ham United on Saturday, got good 
value out of the temporary sign¬ 
ings market in their successful 
battle against relegation from the 
Football League, drafting in four 
players who went on to have key 
roles in the second half of the 
campaign. 

Clarke Carlisle captained the 
side and played every minute after 
his move from Burnley, Sunder¬ 
land defender Blair Adams filled 
the problematic left-back spot, and 
Toni Silva (Liverpool) and Brett 
Williams (Reading) contributed 
some vital winning goals. 

But Boothroyd wants next sea¬ 
son’s squad to be made up of 90 
per cent of players who are under 
permanent contract at Sixfields, 
with a sprinkling of long-term 
loan signings making up the num¬ 
bers in a squad or around 20. 

“I’d like to try to reduce the 
number of loan players we have,” 
said the Cobblers manager. “I’d 
like it to be one or two because I’d 
like the majority of the squad to 
be lads that are being paid by the 
club and are part of what we’re 
trying to do and our needs as a 
club. 

“It helps if you can get people in 
on a season-loan basis so you’ve got 
a core group of players who are do¬ 
ing it for you on a regular basis.” 

Boothroyd is not under any 
pressure to move players on be¬ 
fore making signings, but if he 
was able to find new clubs for 
some of his out-of-favour squad 
members it would increase his 
playing budget for the summer. 

And he was non-committal 
when asked if it was possible the 
club would be shelling out for any 
signings this time around. 

“It has to be a balancing act,” he 
said. “There are lads who are not 
playing who could move on and that 
frees up wages which may mean, 
if we moved enough on, then we 
might be able to pay fees for play¬ 
ers. But I want to get the players 
in that can make the difference.” 
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
